with a limp and hobble, which earned him the 
name of Rickety before he got in trousers, 
His father was a shiftless, side-hill farmer, 
who followed the Newby family to Illinois 
when Dan was 4 years old.

Benton lived along the best she could, having 
the assistance of a family named Wooten.

A few years after his incarceration Dan 
escaped and like a dutiful son went straight 
home tocall on his mother, Lydia Lucinda 
Benton.

Down 
South I am known as Rickety Dan,’ and in 
the prisons after the war the soldiers named 
me Crazy Jack.“ 

By some physicians whose evidence will be 
introduced later counsel for the defense claim 
they will prove what is certainly a vital point 
in their case. They will show by this expert 
evidence that their clieht did not come into 
the world with the awful deformities which 
make him now so repulsive. They will show 
the bullets received at Shiloh not only de- 
stroyed his.mental balance but crippled and 
paralyzed his muscles, If this be done be- 
yond the shadow ofa doubt it would appear 
that Rickety Dan must be retired, for he, 
it is admitted on all hands, was a cripple from 
his birth. If it is shown that bullets or other 
injuries received after reaching years of man- 
hood caused the limp and hobble which dis- 
torts this man’s frame when he tries to walk 
then whoever he may be he is certainly not 
* Rickety Dan Benton. 

But woven into the woof of this tale of the 
crossing of two lives are many apparent in- 
consistencies. It is yet to be explained to the 
satisfaction of many how Bill”? Newby, if 
such he be, entirely lost his identity for so 
many years,and was swallowed upin the name 
of Rickety Dan.“ If the history of the lat- 
ter could be cleared away, if the chain which 
connects him with the defendant in the 45 
ent case was not so closely bound, it would be 
easier to accept the story as one of those truths 
which is stranger than fiction.

Five carloads of ancient farmers from 
White, Wayne, and Hamilton Counties came 
up last week to see that their old friend 
Bill“ and Ferby, his wife, now united to 
him after thirty years of ** widowhood,” got 
their just deserts.

If the majority decides that the 
minority is mistaken about its grievance, | 
then according to the fundamental doctrines 
of American government the minority must 
submit till the majority has been converted. 
The Trade and Labor Assembly proposes that 
if the persons who think they are aggrieved 
are not pleased with these modes of getting 
redress they can adopt any other method that 
suits them.

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NEVADA SILVER NONSENSE. 

A mass-meeting,” perhaps composed of a 
hundred persons, was held at Reno, Nev., 
Saturday night, at which the resolutions 
adopted asked what would be the effect of 
withdrawing four billions of silver from cir- 
culation and of putting ourselves under the 
control of “the English gold trust,“ which 
“owns all the gold now in America.” The 
importance of this action may be inferred 
from the following facts: 

1. The total voters of the alleged State of 
Nevada comprise but 10,000 men, about as 
many as an average ward in this city or 
ceunty in this State. 

2. Last November Nevada voted for Fiat 
Weaver for President and fiat irredeemable 
scrip for money and rejected the candi- 
dates and platforms of both the great parties 
on account of their position on the money 
question. Both Republicans and Democrats 
were pledged to maintain sound, par money, 
and to put a dollar’s worth of silver into the 
silver dollar, for which reason they were re- 
pudiated by Nevada. Hence neither of the 
great parties can attach any importance to 
the rubbish sent from Reno. It is not de- 
serving of consideration by a thinking man. 
It is a mess of absurdity. 

3. It is not proposed to destroy the four 
billions of silver in circulation in this and 
other countries, nor would such be the effect 
of repealing the silver purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act. 

4. The United States, for 110 years past, 
from 1783 to 1893, has transacted all its 
commercial and financial business with the 
people of Great Britain and Ireland exclu- 
sively on the gold standard basis. Whenever 
silver has been offered them in payment it has 
been tendered and taken at its bullion or com- 
mercial value, Is it not a little late in the day 
to change this policy and practice at the be- 
hest of the little place called Reno, or the 
rotten borough of Nevada, or on the de- 
mand of any Weaver-shinplasterite? 

5. Suppose we changed from gold to silver 
as the money for paying our international 
trade balances. In what way would that help 
us? It would then require two silver dollars 
to pay one dollar of dept to Europe or to buy 
one dollar’s worth of there, and the 
dollar would be fluctuating constantly in 
value, going up and down in pufchasing pow- 
er, to the daily loss of merchants and people 
in this country. If we were on the silver 
basis, as Mexico and the other Latiu-Ameri- 
ean countries are, all the silver in the United 
States, to the last ounce, would belong to En- 
gland just as much and as truly as our gold 
now belongs to the people of that country. 
If we owe them money it must be in either 
gold or silver, and if silver were our standard 
we should owe in silver. From the way these 
absurd fellows in Nevada talk one might think 
that if our hard currency were silver we would 
not have to pay our international debts at all, 
and a Senatorial demagogue named Stewart 
has done his worst to make them believe such 
silly nonsense, 

6. When we had exported all or most of 
our silver to pay foreign balances of trade 
what would we have for the basis of our cur- 
rency? Nothing but irredeemable, worthless 
paper scrip. This would be the outcome of 
the whole Populist, cheap silver, debased 
money scheme thatis advocated by Weaver, 
Lease, and other apostles of the Populist 
school who are trying to displace the good 
money of the country by the intrusion of 
shinplasters knowing no redeemer. 

The advocates of the rotten money scheme 
are wild as raving lunatics on the financial 
question. If they want silver to circulate as 
money they must come to the doctrine laid 
down in the Democratic National platform, 
which is in substance that the silver dollar 
must be made intrinsically equal in value to 
That is real bimetallism 
and the only possible way in which silver 
can be utilized as money without expelling 
the gold from circulation. Silver has a right 
to circulate as money atits bullion or com- 
mercial value, the same as gold now does, 
and with free coinage that bullion value is 
the utmost that silver could ever circulate 
for. Its purchasing power, when not re- 
deemed in gold as at present, is its bullion 
value, and no more. The same is exactly 
true of gold. The mint stamp adds nothing 
to the purchasing power of gold anywhere 
in the world, except as a matter of conven- 
ience, the stamp being a certification of 
quantity saves time that otherwise 
must be taken up in ascertaining the weight 
and fineness of a given piece of the metal. 


M’GANN AND THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Congressman McGann says in an interview 
that he will vote for the repeal of the Sher- 
man act, so that the entire subject of the cur- 
rency may be discussed by Congress. He adds: 

1 am studying that question, and, while I 
do not announce these as my ultimate conclu- 
sions, I am inclined to favor free coinage under 
certain conditions.. What conditions?” “‘ Plac- 
ing the ratio of 23 of silver to 1 of gold. If 
silver continues to fall subsequent legislation 
will have to raise the ratio to whatever point 
may be necessary. ButI amonly studying the 
subject, as Isaid, and am not prepared to an- 
nounce any settled views. 


Since he is studying the question and as 
it may be one to which he had not given close 
attention before this time Tun Turnunn 
does not think he will take it amiss if it 
points out to him that the experience of this 
country for eighty years—and that of other 
countries for long periods—has settled one 
point regarding bimetallism and ratios, and 
that is, that unless the legal ratio coincides 
with the commercial value the circulation of 
a bimetallic coinage is an impossibility. 

Nor can there be any bimetallic “ 
coinage’? when the government says that a 


certain number of ounces of silver equal an 


ounce of gold and the business world has de- 
termined that a different number of ounces 
are an equivalent, Mr. McGann knows 
doubtless that free coinage” means that a 
man with gold or silver bullion can take it to 
the mint and for a small charge have it con- 
verted into gold or silver coins for him. If 
not enough metal is put into the silver dollar 
no gold will go to the mint to be coined, and

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_ WILL NOT HELP ALTGELD. 

The Trade and Labor Assembly, atter a 
long and flamboyant preamble, passed reso- 
lutions setting forth its obligations to John P. 
Altgeld for nis recent pardon of the An- 
archists, and applauding bis reiteration of 
the rights of the people to peacefully assem- 
ble for the discussion of such grievances as 


they may assume they labor under,” and af- 


firming that they themselves must be the 
judges of the extent of such grievances and of 
the means necessary for the abolition of the 
same.“ As the haymarket meeting was not 
held for “ the discussion of grievances,” but 
for inciting a mob to throttle the law and 
for bringing about conditions of violence and 
revolution, the true meaning of these resolu- 
tions is that the Trade and Labor Assembly is 
in favor of “ throttling the law” and that it 
must be the judge of what constitutes vio- 
lence. In other words, the Trade and Labor 
Assembly has set forth its right to urge a mob 
on to violence and incendiarism and ‘its de- 
mand that the guardians of the peace shall not 
interfere to prevent it. In a word, the Trade 
and Labor Assembly has placed itself on rec- 
ord as sympathizing with the revolutiopary 

propaganda of the Anarchists. Mr. Tommy 
Morgan’s letter of congratulation, subse- 

quently adopted, was but the natural sequence 

to resolutions of the above sort. 

The resolutions passed by the Trade and 
Labor Assembly are what might have been 
expected of that organization. No one has 
had any doubt that these so-called Socialists 
sympathize with Fielden’s anarchistic doc- 
trine of. “ throttling and stabbing the law.“ 
The indorsement of Altgeld’s assault upon 
the judiciary of this State is only what the 
Trade and Labor Assembly owes him for his 
espousal of the lawless and revolutionary 
cause of anarchy. They merely have paida 
debt to him and they may be relied upon by 
him to vote to defeat the réelection of Judge 
Gary. As to We, the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly Association of Chicago, representing 
100,000 skilled workers, etc., this estimate 
is like all of Tommy Morgan’s and the other 
Socialists’ figuring on the strength of their 
support. Last spring Tommy Morgan’s party 
ran a full ticket in this city and proclaimed 
that they would poll from 25,000 to 50,000 
votes for it.

RAILROADS AND EDITORS. 

The outcome of the recent conference be- 
tween the committee of the American exhibit- 
ers and the special committee appointed by 
the Western Passenger Association is not re 
garded with favor by the Council of Adminis- 
tration of the World’s Fair. At that confer- 
ence it was decided that the railroads ought 
to bring Western newspaper men here to see 
the Fair, and the railroad representatives ex- 
pressed their willingness to bring them, one 
State at a time, with round-trip passes. 

The Council of Administration wisely has 
taken the position that this action is useless, 
as the Fair does not neéd any more advertis- 
ing. The proposed deadheading of editors 
will not do the roads or the Fair a particle of 
good unless the transportation of the people 
who read their papers is reduced one-half, or, 
better still, to one cent a mile. It is not the 
silence of the country editors that keeps their 
readers away, but the excessive prohibition 
charges of the railroad officials who are sand- 
bagging the Fair. They carry the people to 
county and State fairs, pumpkin shows and 
Sunday-school conventions, sectarian meet- 
ings and secret society conclaves at one-half 
or one-third their regular tariffs, but insist 
upon the pound of flesh from those who want 
to go tothe greatest Exposition of modern 
times. Where is the consistency, fairness, or 
decency of such dealing with the people? 
These railroad officials say: The farmers 
have not time to spare to visit the Fair now, 
but in the fall when they have the time we 
may reduce our high charges. But the vil- 
lagers and city people can come now, any 
week or any day, and they number millions. 
They cannot afford, however, to pay high 
charges in these hard times. The roads may 
deadhead all the editors from here to Oregon, 
but it will have no effect upon popular at- 
tendance. The country editors may write 
from now until next October, but they will not 
convince people that it is fair or decent to 
take them ata low rate to a pumpkin show 
and at a high rate to the great World’s Fair. 


THE PLEA OF A HIRED COUNSEL. 

One of the Sunday papers printed a long 
letter written last April to Gov. Altgeld by 
W. P. Black, one of the counsel for the 
Anarchists, setting forth the reasons why in 
his opinion Fielden, Schwab, and Neebe 
should be pardoned.

WHO DID THE RESCUING! 

That is a curious controversy which was 
mentioned in yesterday’s Tripunz—as to the 
persons who removed Capt. Fitzpatrick from 
the roof to the ground at the time of the Cold- 
Storage Building fire. One would imagine 
that there was no room for dispute regarding 
something which took place in the presence 
of thousands of spectators, many of whom 
knew by sight Assistant Marshal Murphy, 
who has been generally understood to be the 
man who went back to the roof of the blazing 
building and rescued his comrade at the peril 
of his own life. That was the statement made 
in all the morning papers the day after the 
fire. 

Marshal Murphy still claims that he, with a 


truckman and a Captain of a hook and lad- 


der company, lowered Fitzpatrick to the 
ground, and that no one else was with them. 
Several spectators who know the Marshal per- 
fectly corroborate his story. On the other 
hand, Lieuts. Miiler and Parker of one of the

Nuzarty all the steam railway ordinances 
contain a clause which immediately follows 
the provision forlaying its main tracks and 
which provides that the company also may 
lay “all necessary side and switch tracks.”

The Corporation Counsel holds, as it 
seems proper, that the necessary side and 
switch tracks referred to in the ordinances 
are laid when the main lines are laid, and that 
when the corporation years afterwards wants 
additional side and switch tracks it must ob- 
tain a new ordinance.”

Occur During the Scorching Day That 
Follows in the Humid Wake of the 


New Tonk, July 17.—[Special.)—Those 
who were fortunate enough to get any sleep 
had no need to ask what sort of a day it was 
going to be when they awoke this morning. 
The weather proclaimed its intention and ful- 
filled its purpose witha vengeance, It was 
the harder to endure because the night had 
been one of the most oppressive of the sea- 


son. 

Humidity lent its malign influence to make 
the heat doubly oppressive. At an early hour 
there was 73 per cent of it afloat. Thermom-

Sodawater fountains 
afforded only temporary relief. Fans only 
proved a delusion and a snare. The greatest 
heat registered by Uncle Sam’s official ther- 
mometer in the coolest place in New York 
was 89°. 

In the streets it was several degrees hotter, 
and, combined with the humidity, caused in- 
tense suffering. The hospital wagons and am- 
bulances were kept busy attending to those 
who succumbed to it. 

Nine cases of prostration were reported in 
New York and five in Brooklyn. 

The hot, sultry weather of Sunday night 
caused many persons to seek relief and sleep 
on the fire escapes and roofs of their houses. 
The result was that many fell and some sus- 
tained injuries that may prove fatal.

Gov. Flower of New York Pardons the Man 
Who Revealed It. 

Atmayy, N. I., July 17.—The Warden of 
Clinton Prison at Dannemora came to Albany 
this afternoon and related to Gov.

Mountain Dime and 
Dollar Savings Banks closed their doors. 

The assets of the People’s Savings Bank are 
$1,500,000; liabilities, $1,850,000. 

The Colorado Savings Bank, of which F. K. 
Atkins is President, and C. O. Atkins cashier, 
in its statement to thé assignee, Alfred But- 
ters, places the open accounts due depositors 
at $435,108.54; certificates of deposits, 
$50,699.36; due other banks, $3,236.95; 
eashier’s checks, $625. Its assets over lia- 
bilities in what is declared to be good com- 
mercial paper, well secured, are said to be 
$73,063.72. 

F. W. Woodbury 11 and G. F. 
Clark cashier of the eky Mountain Dime 
and Dollar Savings Bank, of which Charles 
H. Blakeney was morning made as- 
signee. A detailed statement has not been 
made, but from thé books of the institution it 
appears the assets are $156,803.53, and the 
liabilities $105,654.82. The officers of the 
bank positively assert that the depositors will 
not lose a dollar. 

It is understood all the assignments were 
preconcerted and were made for self-protec- 
tion and for the protection of the depositors. 
The direct cause of the failures was the uni- 
versal hard times and inability to realize on 
securities. The President of each bank de- 
clares that each depositor will be paid in full, 
and that the institutions will resume business. 

To avoid a run the Denver Savi ank is 
taking advantage of the thirty and sixty days’ 
notification law and is paying out no amounts 
over $25. 

President Lawrence of the People’s Sav- 
ings Bank in a statement said the savings 
bank up to sik weeks ‘ago had a most success- 
ful career, having in deposits $1,300,000 and

The Eastern roads have ignored the resolution 
passed at the Central Traffic Association meet- 
ing last week, under which it was agreed not to 
use the cut rates of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern for basing purposes, and the sit- 
uation has now become such that it demands im- 
ds of the Western 
Passenger Association. Chairman Caldwell will 
include this matter of transcontinental rates in 
his call convening the members of the associa- 
tion next Friday. Now that the Eastern roads 
are generally making use of these rates for bas- 
ing —— it is no longer possible for the West- 
ern Passenger Association to ignore the situation. 
The Eastern roads claim t so long as these 
rates are being made openly it would be unfair 
to their passengers not to give them advantage 
of the low rates. 


East-Bound Shipments- Improve. 

East-bound shipments showed some improve- 
ment last week, the total of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions being 21,146 tons, against 18,065 tons for 
the corresponding week last year. The rail ship- 
ments of grain show a falling-off, but the move- 
ments of provisions are on a much more liberal 
scale than last year, being 9,448 tons, against 
5,536. The movement of grain was 9,698 tons, 
against 10,742 a year ago, and of flour 2,000, 
against 1,787 tons last year.

KINDERGARTEN TEAOHERS’ OON- 
GRESS OPENED BY DR. HAILMAN. 


Hall in Art Institute Crowded with Earnest 
Women=—Philosophy of the Scheme for 
Training Young Children—Deaf Mutes Sit 
in Their Congress and Enjoy Addresses 


in the Sign Language—Collegians Gather 


with a Purpose of Broadening Their 
Spirit of College Loyalty. 

What is probably the most notable congress 
of kindergarten teachers, workers, and sup- 
porters ever assembled in this or any other 
country began a six days’ session yesterday 
morning in Hall 7 at the Art Institute.

of welcome by Prof. W. N. Hailman, who, as 
Chairman of the joint International, N ational, 
and Local committees, is the presiding 
genius. He occupies the distinction of being 
almost the only man in the congress. 

The morning session was devoted chiefly to 
a lecture by Prof. Hailman on the Es- 
sentials of Froebel's Work,“ showing that the 
achievement of this great German educator 
lies in the consistency. with. which he bases 
educational practice on a loving study of the 
child and of humanity. The professor said: 

He does not study humanity or the child alone 
but jointly, and with the idea of humanity con- 
stantly in mind his cause is ever at the service of 
the child. He raises in the child the possibility 
and power of creating ideas of its own. He sees 
in it always and clearly a threefold character 
as child of nature, child of man, and child of 

The child of nature is in its development 
under the physicel law of growth; the child of 
man is in its devélopment under the physical law 
of freedom, his life activities productive, and 
their purpose expansion. As the child of God, 
man places himsel and joyously under 
the moral law ove. impulse and 

idance come him from rolig- 
ous inspiration and philosophie insight. 
bels scheme the teacher consciously 
places the children in living possession of the 
achievements of humanity. As a result the at- 
titude of the child is obedience and adaptation 
to the physical and moral laws, of which the 
teacher is to it the exponent. The teacher is to 
direct in such a fashion that individual! pro- 
ficiency may ever seek its sphere of action. 
Everything is done to stimulate self-activity, se- 
cure life harmony, and establish as well as 
strengthen the attitude of benevolence. All 
these Sings Froebel has shown to be attainable 
in the kindergarten.

school of practice based on the same principles. 
Practically the current school stands upon the 
threshold of this formula. It, too, goes from the 
particular to the general, from the external to 
the internal, from the known to the unknown, 
from sensa ion to thought, from experience to in- 
ference and to other forms of intellectual gain.

COMPANION TO THE COMET DISCOVERED. 


Astronomers at Lick Observatory Find a 
Second Celestial Wanderer. 


San Joss, Cal., July 17.—An important dis- 
covery regarding the comet has been made at 
Lick Observatory. Photographic plates re- 
veal the fact that the celestial visitant is not 
alone in its glory but has a companion. The 
second comet is enveloped in the tail of the 
first one and shows dimly in the plate, though 
pérfectly distinct as a nebulouslike condensa- 
tion. Its tail also merges into that of the 
Director Holden and the astronomers 

on the mountain are much elated over the 
discovery. It was revealed by a pho 
of the comet taken Thursday night b 
Hussey and cannot be seen through 
sco It appears to move in the same orbit 
as the main one, or an orbit —— parallel, 
and at the same rate of s 


“The statement telegraphed from Washing- 
ton about the comet being observed to have a 
tail some 30 degrees long with three times 
the breadth of the moon, etc., must be a mis- 
take.“ said Prof. Elias Colbert yesterday. 
The gentleman reported to have observed it 
is a regular attaché of the United States 
Naval Observatory, and he is not the only 
man capable of blundering. The display he 
saw was undoubtedly an auroral display, and 
the mistake arose from the fact that one or 
mere of the auroral beams passed between 
the comet and the eye of the observer.“ 

Continuing Prof. Colbert said: 

Word comes from the Lick Observatory that a 
smaller comet has been seon inside the tail of the 
little one. The smaller is not necessarily nor 

robably inside the tail of the other. It may 

ave been seen beyond the tail of its larger com- 
panion or been seen through it, or may have been 
the nearer of the two. A pair of comets travel- 
ing in approximately the same orbit is an inter- 
esting and rare phenomenon, but this is far from 
being withouta parailel. Biela’s comet is the 
most notable instance on record. Its doubleness 
was due to separation while within view from the 
earth, and it is not impossible the same is the 
case now. 

There is the best of reason to believe that the 
tail of a comet is a result of disintegration. The 
gaseous envelope that surrounds the more dense 
nucleus is driven off into 3 ace by the heating 
effect of the solar rays as the comet nears pori- 
helion and the tai A Bn is left behind, the 
comet thus l apart of itself every time it 
nears the sun. is may account for the fact 

the comets of short period are far less im- 
posing objects than those of long period, as 
ar oe come oftener near the sun and oftener part 
with 8 on of their substance in consequence. 
enables us to account for what other- 
= — to be the fact that the average mod- 
ern comet is a much less grand and imposing ob- 
ject than was the average comet of several cent- 
uries ago. It has losta 25 of the matter 
that formerly belonged to 
litting up of ond comet into two —4 
inot ones may be regarded as on 
fa convulsive movement that is more 
energetic than ordinarily occurs when a comet is 
near perihelion.

OOURT-MARTIAL OF THE VIOTORIA’S 
SUBVIVING OFFIOERS. 


—äͤ — 


Capt. Maurice A. Sourke, the Principal De- 
fendant, Tells the Story of the Wreck 
He Asserts That the Warships Lacked 
Room to Carry Out the Maneuvers Sig- 
naled by Vice-Admiral Tryon—The 
Order Is Changed, bat Too Late to 
Avert the Great Disaster. 

VaLLxra, Malta, July 17.—The court-mar- 
tial to try Capt.Maurice A. Bourke, Staff Com- 
mander Hawkins-Smith, and the surviving of- 
ficers of the British battleship Victoria, which 
was sunk in the collision with the British bat- 
tleship Camperdown off Tripoli, Syria, June 
23, opened today upon the Hibernia, the flag- 
ship of Rear-Admiral Richard E. Tracey, The 
President of the court-martial is Vice-Ad- 


miral Sir Michael Culme-Seymour of the 
cruiser Hawke. Rear-Admiral Tracey is Vice- 


President. 

The regular trial opened with the reading 
by Judge-Advocate Rickard of the first dis- 
patch sent by Rear-Admiral Markham, whose . 
flag was on the Camperdown at the time of 
the accident, announcing the loss of the Vic- 
toria to the Admiralty, and the subsequent 
dispatches forwarded by the Rear-Admiral. 
A letter written by Rear-Admiral Markham 
July 1 was also read. In this letter minor 
points in the dispatches were corrected and 
the statement made that in reply to Vice- 
Admiral Tryon’s question, What are you 
waiting for?“ signaled after the Vice-Ad- 
miral saw that his order for the fatal maneuver 
was not being obeyed, Rear-Admiral Mark- 
ham had signaled that he did not quite under- 
stand the Vice-Admiral’s order. The Judge- 
Advocate also read a letter in which Capt. 
Bourke said that in his opinion the engines of 
both the Victoria and Camperdown were put 
three-quarters instead of full speed astern 
before the collision. Capt. Bourke in this 
letter said he concluded that the telegraph 
indicator in the engine-room deviated from 
the indicator on the bridge and thus the signal 
from the bridge had been misread by tne 
engineer on watch. 

Capt. Bourke’s Story. 

Capt. Bourke was then placed on the stand 
in his own defense. He repeated the story of 
the accident, saying that he and Staff Com- 
mander Hawkins-Smith went to Vice-Admiral 
Tryon's cabin and received their order from 
him as to the maneuvers to be carried out. 
Capt. Bourke repeated the conversation that 
then took place regard the distance from 
each other to be observ by the ships, and 
how the Vice-Admiral, after originally 
fixed this distance at six cable lengths, 
agreed with the suggestion of the Staff Com- 
mander that it should be eight cable lengths, 
Subsequently, when the signals were set, 
the flags designated six cable lengths, and 
when, t ‘ Vice-Admiral’s attention was called 
to this fact he said they wereto remain so. 
Capt. Bourke added that hesaw when the 
ships began to swing toward each other that 
there was not ent distance between then 
to allow of the evolution ordered, and that he 
asked permission to reverse the port screw in 
order that the ship should make a shorter 
turn. This was given him, and subsequently 
both engines were ordered full speed astern. 
It was too late, however, to avert the disaster. 
The Victoria had turned twelve or fifteen 
points when the Camperdown struck her. 

Capt. Bourke descri at length the efforts 
made to save the ship after the collision. He 
said that his dispatches to the Admiralty truly 
described all the details of the disaster. He 
had no complaint whatever to make regard- 
ing the conduct of any of the survivors. 

Capt. Winsloe, the prosecutor, asked the 
survivors if they objected toanything in Capt. 
Bourke’s narrative of the disaster or if they 
had charges to make against any one. All 
the survivors answered: Nothing in 
chorus. 

An Important Question. 

In the course of Capt. Bourke’s examina- 
tion Prosecutor Winslde asked him: When 
Staff Commander Hawkins Smith suggested 
to Vice-Admiral. Tryon that eight cable 
lengths would be the better distance in which 
to form the columns than six cable lengths 
— ou say any Bing in regard to the sub- 

et? Capt. Bourke responded: * No.“ 
1e then stated that after the conversation in 
the Admiral's cabin Sir George Tryon went 
out and sat on the stern walk. Fleet Lieu- 
tenant Gillford came to the witness and 
said that the Staff Commander had told 
him that eight cables was to be 
signaled. Capt. Bourke reminded Vice-Ad- 
miral Tryon that he certainly had said the 
distance ought to be more than six cable 
lengths. The Admiral turned to Lieut. Gill- 
ford and said: Leave it at six.“ Lieut. 
Gillford then left the cabin. Capt. Bourke 
and Vice-Admiral Tryon remained together. 
Capt. Bourke at first declined to say what 
ssed between them after Lieut. Gillford 
eft them. 

The President reminded the witness that he 
must make a full statement otherwise he 
would inculpate himself. Capt. Bourke then 
said he called Sir George's attention to the 
fact of the Victoria’s turning in a circle of 
800 yards, but the Admiral replied: ‘* Let it 
remain at six cables.“ 

Capt. Bourke then went on deck.

AGAINST THE BELL TELEPHONE COMPANY 


Crusade Undertaken by the National Citi- 
zens’ Industrial Alliance, 

The National Citizens’ Industrial Alliance 
has undertaken a crusade against the Ameri- 
ean Bell Telephone company. In a public 
letter from New York the officers of the alli- 
ance present the immediate occasion of the 
movement in the fact that patents have been 
reissued by the United States Patent Office to 
the Bell company, and in the other charge

This disturbed 
condition of affairs in the principal cities west of 
us and at points with which we have close com- 
mercial relations naturally makes bankers and 
others here extremely conservative and prevents 
any material progress towards a better condition 
of things. Small banks throughout the West are 
again more or less alarmed, anda good deal of 
help 1s being asked for from their Chicago corre- 
spondents. 

There does not seam to be much improvement 
in the East either. No mots clearing-house cer- 
tificates were issued yesterday and a small 
amount were retired in New York. The condi- 
tion of the New York stock market does not indi- 
cate any marked return of confidence. Wall 
street was active yesterday when, as a rule, prices 
were heayy. Stocks in Philadelphia were heavy, 
and in general there is little cheerful news to be 
found in the East. 

The local stock market was not active and as 
a rule prices declined.
